falling under S. No. 303/IV subject to the remarks appearing 
against that S. No. in Section II ol the cunent Red Book; 

(iii) the minimum value of supplementary licences will be Rs. 2,500 in 
any individual case; and 
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(iv) the established jinporteis will ensuie that goods imported against 
these licences ate sold by them and/or their agents al prices not 
exceeding the pre-September, 1957 level of pi ices. 

(3) Applications for supplementary licences from established importers 
should be made in the prescribed form and manner to the licensing authorities 
at the ports and the last date lor receipt of such applications will be 31st 
January 1958.
